Reds Hold Nearly 1000 
Blocks — Nazis’ Losses 
Put at 10,000 Killed, 
30,000 Wounded. 


MOSCOW, Jan. 3 (AP).—Rus- 
Sian troops were smashing their 
way through Budapest today in 
probably the fiercest house-to- 
house fighting since Stalingrad. 

Making progress in what art of- 
ficial announcement called ‘“‘fierce 
encounters in fortified houses, in 
courtyards and in cellars,” Red 
Army troops now hold nearly 1000 
blocks in the city. 

On the basis of preliminary re- 
ports it is believed in Moscow that 
the enemy garrison already has 
lost 10,000 dead and possibly 30,- 
000 wounded. 

Although the Red Army has not 
officially estimated the strength 
of the trapped garrison, Col. Gen. 
Janos Voros, Minister of Defense 
of the provisional Hungarian gov- 
ernment recently set up in Rus- 
sian-held territory, said last night 
that the total may run as high 
as 75,000 to 100,000 Germans plus 
30,000 Hungarians.

Saves 2 of 3 Belgian 
Women Maimed in 
Air Raid.

Three Belgian women lay moan- 
ing in the wreckage of an air raid 


shelter that had received a direct | 


hit—their legs pinned under 
heavy beams and tons of debris. 

Into the shelter crawled an 
American soldier, T-4 Frank E. 
Palco, 20 years old of Roth, Va., a 
medic who had gone to the front 
lines after only one week of first 
aid training. 

Using a pair of surgical scis- 
sors, Palco, whose previous expe- 
rience had included nothing more 
serious than bandaging shrapnel 
wounds, amputated five of the 
women’s hopelessly shattered legs. 
One woman died of shock. The 
other two will live, 

“The scissors weren't very good 
instruments for.the job,” said Pal- 
co today in telling the story, “but 
they were all I had.” 

As quickly as Palco finished 
freeing each{ woman in the dark- 
ness of the wrecked shelter, light- 
ed only by feeble gleams from one 
shaft, Sgt. Julian Trimeyer, -Ports- 
mouth, Va., helped him carry her 
to a waiting jeep ambulance out- 
side.

Eleven hundred Flying 
Fortressés and Liberators struck 
at rail and road centers in West- 
ern Germany, dropping up to 4000 
tons of bombs. The attack set a 
record for a sustained winter 
aerial offensive. However, snow in 
Belgium and rain farther south 
grounded tactical air forces based 
on the continent, at least through 
this morning.

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The enemy, moreover, had “estab- 
lished a bridgehead across the 
Blies River east of Sarreguemines.

Patton Gains Steadily. 


Lt. Gen. George S. Patton's 
Third Army was gaining steadily 
slong the whole Belgian-Luxem- 
bourg bulge front from the out- 
skirts of St. Hubert to a point east 
of Bastogne. Patton’s offensive 
front was widened to 17 miles. 

Today’s German communique 
said Patton had thrown eight di- 
visions, half of them armored, !nto 
a supreme effort to encircle Nazi 
positions east, southeast and west 
of Bastogne, but asserted the 
Americans gained only “minor 
ground” in heavy and fluctuating 
fighting yesterday. The Germans 
said 100 of 300 attacking American 
tanks were knocked out. 

‘Continued reports of heavy Ger- 
man traffic in the Belgium bulge, 
nearly all of it eastbound along 
secondary roads, suggested a Ger- 
man withdrawal. 


However, a front dispatch said 
the Germans were heavily rein- 
forcing their positions around 
Houffalize, nine miles north of 
Bastogne on the main north-south 
highway in east Belgium. 

It was announced that the 
Third Army has captured 7825 
Germans since it began its 
counterdrive in Belgium and Lux- 
embourg on Dec. 22. Most of the 
other 12,000 or more Germans cap- 
tured since Dec. 16 presumably: 
have been taken by the American 
First Army, which bore the brunt 
of the origina] German assault. 

Removal of the security black- 
out on news brought the current 
reports up to this morning. 

Reports from the Saar-Rhine 
front, said the Americans had re- 
captured Schaffhausen, wiping out 
one dent in their lines, caused by a 
German attack west of Volkingen. 

The Nazis threw in a new at- 
tack near Ludwiller, two and a 
half miles southwest of Volkingen, 
but it was being held. 

The latest official account of the 
Blies River action was 36 hours 
old, but supreme | headquarters 
said the delay was due to trans- 
mission difficulty. 

Patrol Actions in ,Holland, 

Patrols also were active on the 
Holland front, where the Germans 
sent two forces across the Maas 
River north of Geertruidenburg 
last night. They were promptly 
pushed out. Another patrol which 
crossed near Kapelle later with- 
drew. 

Americans on the north shoulder 
of Von Rundstedt’s slowly shrink- 
ing Belgian wedge made two at- 
tacks late yesterday near Mon- 
schau, encountering stiff resist- 
ance. A little ground was gained 
elsewhere. on the north flank, 
which generally was reported 
quiet. 

There was no positive indication 
whether German movements inside 
the Belgian bulge represented a 
withdrawal of armor or merely 
the shifting of forces to meet a 
possible American attack at some 
new point. 

A front dispatch said German 
frontline troops were looting Bel- 
gian homes for food and quoted 
an American staff officer as re- 
marking that “there is no doubt 
that the enemy's supply problems 
within the Belgian salient are in- 
creasing.” 

Patton's troops recaptured three 
more towns on the south side of 
‘the bulge. These were Magaret, 
Gerimont and Mande-St. Etienne. 
Several others were enfered. , 
American patrols peretrated St. 
Hubert but were wushed out of 
the Belgian traffic center which 
was increasingly menaced by the 
approach of Gen. Patton’s main 
forces fro.mthe south. 

Patton's most notable advance 
carried into the village of Bourcy, 
five and one-half miles northeast 
of Bastogne and 21 miles south- 
west of St. Vith. Bourcy is north 
of Michamps and a mile into the 
Maister forest. 

The Third Army gained a half 
mile to a mile in fighting into 
Arlancourt and Benonchamps, 
four miles east of Bastogne. Sen- 
onchamp, two miles east of Bas- 
togne, was cleared. 

The American Twenty-sixth and 
Thirty-fifth Infantry Divisions 
were battling against dug-in Ger- 
mans through the hill country of 
north Luxembourg, a mile south- 
‘west and south of Wiltz. 

Mande-St. Etienne was taken in 
a push of close to a mile due west 
along the Bastogne-Marche road.

363 planes in their New Year 
day’s attacks on Allied airfields. 

(During the period from Dec. 16 
to Jan. 1 American plane losses 
one the west front amounted to 
331, including 116 heavy bombers. 

(In this period American planes 
dropped 32,000 tons of bombs on 
vital targets at the front and in 
Germany.)

NAZI CRUELTIES 
RIVAL INQUISITION 


British Army Docu- 


ment Discloses.

TWENTY-FIRST ARMY 
GROUP. HEADQUARTERS, Jan. 
3 (AP).—The British Army, in its 
first official 
atrocities, today published a docu- 
ment disclosing that Belgian civil- 
ians were subjected to tortures 
rivalling the Spanish inquisition. 

It said some prisoners in their 
agony and despair scratched crude 
drawings of the head of Christ on 
the walls of their cells. 

The document declared that 
every statement taken from sur- 
viving prisoners had been care- 
fully checked. 

It deals with the notorious 
Breendonk concentration camp 
near Malines, the Tir National in 
Brussels -- where Nurse’ Edith 
Cavell was executed in World War 
I—-and 16 other prisons, torture or 
execution depots in Belgium, 

1350 Put to Death. 

Witnesses were quoted as say- 
ing approximately 1000 persons 
were shot at Tir National during 
the German occupation, and at 
least 350 were executed by firing 
squad or hanging at Breendonk. 

An imprisoned Austrian doctor 
said more than 500 men died dur- 
ing the three years he spent at 
the moated Breendonk prison, in- 
cluding 300 shot, 15 hanged, and

Breakfast: One slice of dry 
bread and coffee; lunch, bowl of 
watery soup; dinner, one slice of 
bread, sometimes with a small 
piece of butter or margarine, oc- 
casionally a potato or salted sar- 
dine, and coffee.

The battalion was well aug 
in, he related, in a patch of woods 
and armed not only with rifles 
and hand grenades, but with light 
and heavy machine guns, 

Let Tanks Roll By. 

At 3 o'clock in the morning, 13 
Nazi tanks rolled along the 
Yanks’ position. Under orders, the 
Yanks let them pass without fir- 
ing a shot, 

“To lie in foxholes,” he said, 
“with Jerry tanks going by a few 
yards away without taking a 
crack at them! But our instruc- 
tions were to wait for the enemy 
infantry. We had some tank de- 
stroyers and one by accident 
pulled out in front of a German 
tank. 

“Thinking, in the darkness, that 
it was one of his own vehicles, the 
»tank commander bawled out the 


crew for getting in the way. The 
destroyer pulled back, wheeled 
around and wrecked the Panther 
tank with two shells in its rear. 

“The German infantry, luckily, 
was slow in coming on, They were 
two or three minutes behind the 
tanks, When they appeared, we 
let go with all we had and simply 
stacked them up. 
a Jerry was hit you could hear 
him scream for half a mile. 

“He screamea ‘Kamerad’ 
yelled for mercy. 

“Besides those we killed, 
took 63 prisoners.” 

Casualties Light. 

According to Williams, his divi- 
sion suffered its lightest casual- 
ties around Bastogne of any of 
its three main operations. The 
other two were in Normandy and 
Holland, 

Gen. McAuliffe, deputy com- 
mander of the 10lst Airborne, in- 
terspersed his account of the epic 
defense with touches of humor. 
Stragglers drifting into the city 
from operations on the perimeter, 
he said, were organized into a 
unit which called itself “Force 
Snafu.” 

Hundreds of American wounded 
without adequate medical care 
because the main hospital had 
been overrun, bore the ordeal 
without a whimper, the command- 
er related, and were cheerful 
enough to nickname themselves 
‘the “Four Bs”’—that is, the Bat- 
tered Bastards of the Bastogne 
Bastion.

35 JEWS SACRIFICE LIVES 
TO BLOW UP NAZI TIRE PLANT 


NEW YORK, Jan. 3 (AP).—The 
Polish Telegraph Agency said to- 
day that 35 Jewish engineers died 
in a suicide action whieh de- 
stroyed a rubber factory in Polish 


Silesia turning out tires for the 
German army. 


Quoting a survivor whose story 
reached London through  under- 
ground channels, the agency said 
the action took place just before 
the start of the recent German of- 
fensive on the Western Front, and 
that the entire plant was demol- 
ished. All the German supervisors 
and large numbers of Nazi work- 
ers were killed, it added. 

“The Nazis had kept the Jews 
in the factory because all were ir- 
replacable specialists,” the account 
said. “The Jews smuggled in dy- 
namite and placed it among ma- 
chinery, power installations, boil- 
ers and stores. As the fusing was 
of an instantaneous nature, the 
Jews had no hope of survival. As 
reprisal, the Nazis publicly hanged 
all the Jews they could find in 
the district—11 men and an 18 
year-old boy.”

_ Elliott said that it was essential 
that each party formulate a vigor- 


ous policy, thus indicating that the 


Republicans have no intention of 
following Democratic leadership, 
‘but he expressed the hope that a 
general plan of operation could 
be worked out. 

“Nothing that will be of benefit 
\to the people will be g@ined by 
permitting that situation (divided 
legislative and executive author- 
ity) to breed guerrilla warfare,” 


'he said. 


“Under such circumstances, it is 
essential and proper that each 
party formulate and promulgate 
its views and policies and advo- 


'cate measures which in its opinion 


will best promote the common 
welfare. 

“It is quite likely that through 
such a process a general plan of

will be so broad as to provide a 
common ground which will serve 
as a basis from which agreement

ATTACK ON GRONIN 
AND SHAKEDOWN 
RAUAETS LINKED 


Pinball and Service Car 
Receipts Thought to 
Have Made Him Prey 


to Ring of Men. 


Recent shakedown moves of St. 
Louis and East Side gangstérs; 
against former pals and others 
who are making money either in 
legitimate business or in illegal 
enterprises, were connected by po- 
lice investigators today with the 
mysterious attempt on Ted Cro- 
nin’s life, Saturday night. Cronin 
escaped with a cut inflicted by 
broken glass over his left eye, 
while one of the nine shots fired 
into his automobile wounded his 
driver and bodyguard, William 
Remphry, in the left leg. Both are 
in St. John’s Hospital. 

Cronin’s large profits in the pin- 
ball business, and his still consid- 
erable receipts from the.dwindling 


‘service car traffic, as boss of the 


AFL Service Car Drivers’ Union, 
are believed to have exposed him 
to the demands of a small ring 
of. men who have preyed on at 
least four others in the past year. 

A St. Louis truck operator, in 
a business legitimate but by its 
nature exposed to violence, was 
subjected to the gangsters’ de- 
mands several months ago. He 
paid $2000 before, finding the 
exactions unbearable, he appealed 
to police. An attempt was made 
to trap the collector of the shake- 
down money, but this failed, and 
no case could be established. The 
victim, after ceasing payments, 
was placed under special police 
protection. 

Two former gangsters, Lee 
Turner and Roy Tipton, engaged 
separately in the pinball machine 
busine@s, were run out of buat- 
ness by the demands of their ex 
pals.’ Tipton, whose brother, the 
late Herman Tipton, was a close 
associate of the men conducting 
the extortion, went to California. 

Closing of Vic Doyle's elaborate 
East St. Louls gambling house fol- 
lowed demands on Doyle for pay- 
ments of $100 a week to each of 
six men. 

The man who {1s being chiefly 
sought by St. Louis police investi- 
gating the Cronin attack is Frank 
Wortman, East Side gangster. 

The others whom Chief of De- 
tectives Herman Siebels wishes to 
question about the Cronin affair 
are Steve Ryan, David (Chippy) 
Robinson, Frank (Cotton) Eppel- 
sheimer, and “Red” Smith, former 
Egan gangsters. All appear to 
have left the St. Louis area, and 
it is understood they have been in 
Springfield, Ill., lately.

The Court of Appeals decision, 
written by Judge Joseph W. 
Woodrough and concurred in by 
Judges Archibald K. Gardner and 
Harvey M. Johnson, said, “What- 
ever personal opinion may persist 
that working children under 16 
years of age in mechanized indus- 
try is good for them, the declara- 
tion of Congress is unequivocally 
to the contrary. The act of Con- 
gress states that such employment 
of children is oppressive child la- 
bor and unlawful.” 

This decision was one of the 
first involving interpretation of 
the child labor provisions of the 
act.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (AP).— 
A special house committee re- 
ported today it found nothing 
basically wrong with Federal Com- 
munications Commission  opéra- 
tions, although it was critical at 
one -point of former Chairman 
James L. Fly. 

Created two years ago to inves- 
tigate the FCC, the committee in a 
majority report recommended leg- 
islative revisions to make more 
certain the powers and rights of 
both the agency and the radia in- 
dustry. 

The Republican members in sep- 
arate reports sharply assailed Fly 
and the commission generally. 

The 25,000-word majority report, 
signed by the three Democratic 
members, said Fly. “contributed 
materially to the better function- 
ing of the commission” and “left 
it better than -he found it.” 

Fly Criticised. : 

However, it added, Fly’s actions 
in connection with the sale of 
radio station WFTL at Fort Lau- 
derdale, Fla., amounted to applica- 
tion of “heat” on the former owner 
to sell to a friend of Fly. 

The majority said it found no} 
fauM with the sale of New York 
Station WMCA by Donald Flamm 
to Edward J. Noble and said it 
had no evidence of White House 
“pressure.” 

“The committee finds nothing to 
censure in the conduct of Mr. Ed- 
ward J. Noble,” the report de-

clared. It added that Flamm was 
under “no pressure, coercion or | 
duress” to sell his station to the | 
one-time Assistant Secretary of | 
Commerce. 

The committee added that it | 
found “nothing to censure” in the 
conduct of Thomas G. (Tommy 
the Cork) Corcoran, former White 
House aid, in connection with the 
WMCA transaction. 

Flamm had contended before the 
committee that he sold the sta- 
tion for less than he could have 
obtained because of fear that he 
would lose his license if he did not 
sell. 

The minority reports were filed 
by Representatives Wigglesworth 
(Massachusetts) and Miller (St. 
louis). The mejority report was

TAXPAYERS RUSH 
TO SEEK BARGAINS 
' IN INCOME FORMS 


Besiege Collector to Learn 
Whether They’ll Pay Less 
Under W-2 or 1040. 


Deputy Collectors of Internal 
Revenue were besieged today by 
income taxpayers who wanted to 
know how to make returns in or- 
der to pay the lowest taxes, but 
were unable to supply the answers 
in most cases as very few in- 
quirers possessed the necessary in- 
formation. 

The oft-repeated question was 
whether to base the return on 
form W-2, which contains the .em- 
ployer’s statement of the amount 
of wages withheld for taf€%tion, or 
form 1040, the long form o hich 
the taxpayer lists exemptions and 
deductions. 

Very few employers, however, 
have as yet supplied their em- 
ployes with a statement of the 
withholding tax. They have until 
Jan. 31 to do so. In order to de- 
termine the amount due, the tax- 
payer must be able to show the 
amount of the wages withheld by 
his employer and should be able 
to submit his schedule of deduc- 
tions if he is considering using 
the longer form. 

In one case, in which a taxpayer 
making $2600 a year was able to 
submit the data necessary for 
comparison, it was estimated that 
his tax based on the withholding 


form would be $302 as compared | 


with $326 under the long form. 
Since individual cases differ, it 
was pointed out, many taxpayers 
might find the long form cheaper.

On a broad hill just south of 
Bastogne, we stood with a tank 
battalion commander and watched 
our dive bombers and artillery 
pound the Germans out of Hol- 
lange with alternating punches. 
It was “you hit him—now I hit 
him”—hour after hour. All day 
our Thunderbolts and Marauders 
slashed over us. All day we heard 
the tank men and doughboys utter 
admiring and grateful comments. 
And the battalion commander 
said,“I wrote my wife, said I hope 
you won't get embarrassed when 
I get home. 3Zut every ti I 
see one of those kids wea?Ping 
wings, I¥] want to grab him and 
kiss him. Those fighter-bomber 
boys are wonderful. I love them.” 

And here, all through these 
front sectors as the battle to re- 
lieve Bastogne raged on, we heard 
tough fighting men speak with 
that peculiar affection and tender- 
ness born of combat comradeship 
as they watched Ninth Air Force 
squadrons sweep in to lift them 
forward to their goal. In our 
army the old rivalries and organ- 
izational jealousies between 
groundmen and airmen have been 
melted down astonishingly in the 
white heat of battle.

MR FORCES IN EUROPE 

ROME, Jan. 3 (AP). 

HREE Amertcan air forces 
T —the Fifteenth and Twelfth 

in Italy and the Eighth in 
Britain—dropped more than 
767,000 tons of bombs on Ger- 
many and occupied countries 
in 1944, reviews of the year dis- 
closed today. 

Planes of the Fifteenth and 
Twelfth dropped 317,000 tons of 
bombs and were credited with 
hitting wirtually every oil re- 
finery in Nazi-controlled terri- 
tory.

The Twelfth, which 
concentrated on enemy supply 
lines, gun _ positions, supply 
dumps and troop concentra-

And more than anyone could have 
dreamed possible six months ago, 
the right word is exactly that— 
combination. It is because combi- 
nation means co-operation.

But the cost cannot be light.

These are men who have 
learned what the Germans are.

His pilots poured their 
worship of him into my ears for 
two hours last night. He had 
flown over 60 missions in Thun- 
derbolts. He led his squadron 
into a terrible hot spot outside 
Bastogne.

“We thought he meant he was 
going into attack.

In- 
evitably the tendency will be for 
the analytical minds to be drawn 
into G-2 while the go-getter type 
of mind will be more attracted to 
G-3, not invariably, but usually. 
When the G-3 boys are .confront- 
ed with an unpleasant fact from 
G-2, or a shortage of supplies from 
G-4, their natural tendency is to 
discount it, just a little, if it seems 
to hint at a check on some plan 
which they have in course of for- 
mation. This is perfectly natural 
and human. 

Up to this point, no harm has 
been done.

The point to be made is this: 
is not for G-3 to assume the 
responsibility of taking risks.

A MONTH IN 1944 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (AP).— 
The Government spent $7,444,000.,- 
(000 a month directly on the war 
in 1944. December war spending 
was above this average $7,503,- 
000,000—the final Treasury state- 
ment of the calendar year showed 
yesterday. 

Total 1944 war spending of $89.- 
326,000,000 compares with $81,760,- 


000,000 in 1943. Both totals omit 
war spending by the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, which 
was more than three billion dol- 
lars in 1943 and about half that 
in 1944, 

Treasury net receipts’ totaled 
$44,421,000,000 and total expendi- 
tures (not counting those of Gov- 
ernment corporations) $97,158,000,- 
000. This caused a deficit of $52,- 
737,000,000. Receipts in 1943 were 
$34,552,000,000 and.total expendi- 
tures $88084,000,000; the deficit 
was $53,532.000,000.

There was peal punch in your “A Wan- 
ing Leadership” on Dec. 26. Had I 
known it was brewing, I would have pe- 
titioned the gods to have you promul- 
gate the editorial sooner. Its charitable 
tone, however, ig not so easy to go 
along with. 

The President is hardly “surrendering 
#® moral leadership” which he never pos- 
sessed. The prestige of the American 
Republic gave caste to his presumptu- 
ous leadership—a megalomania evanesc- 
ing into a quackery of beneficence that, 
in 10 years, has dissipated the hard-won 
savings of 10 generations. When the 
test came, the “four freedoms” 
overboard with “unconditional surren- 
der.” Our State Department reversed 
4ts advice to Finland, by-passed Poland, 
ignored India and silver-chimed China. 

The President has been in the “trap 
that enmeshed Woodrow Wilson at Ver- 
sailles” from the beginning—a trap of 
his own invention, His “quarantine ag- 
gressor nations” speech, delivered out 
of turn at Chicago in 1937, embroiled him 
definitely in the European mess.

Complaints on Rationing 


Virtually universal] approval has greeted the 
tightening up of governmental restrictions and 
controls, invoked after the fierce German drive 
on the Western. front had proved to America 
that tough going is still ahead before victory 
can be achieved. ’ 

There is one exception to this chorus of ap- 
proval for moves to expedite war production. 
That exception is the recent stiffening of ra- 
tioning provisions, which still finds too many 
housewives disgruntled and too many public 
men criticising the administration. 

Why is this? Perhaps because the crackdown 
affects every household. Perhaps we have be- 
come accustomed to relative plenty—to ample 
plenty as compared with other countries at war. 
Perhaps the reasons for the changes were in- 
adequately explained by officials. 

In any/event, the reasons for taking certain 
food mi off the unrationed list, for in- 
creasing the point value of others and for can- 
celing some ration stamps were just as com- 
pelling as those for the other moves. 

Why, with bountiful harvests, are tighter food 
restrictions now necessary? One reason is the 
growth of our armed forces, and the constantly 
increasing number of men serving abroad. In 
camps at home, they live largely on fresh foods, 
When overseas, large quantities of processed 
foods are needed for them. Thus, of the 1941-42 
production of canned goods, military require- 
ments took only 7 per cent. The 1944-45 pack 
will be larger, but the services require 41 per 
cent of it. | 

Soldiers need more meat than civilians, and 
who would deny our fighting men their needs? 
Yet increased civilian incomes bring a greater 
demand for meat at home than ever before. The 
OPA found that meat distribution was uneven, 
that many stores were out of numerous items 
for long periods. The only recourse was to re- 
impose rationing on kinds of meat that had been 
point-free, in order to assure fair division of 
the supply. 

Rationing is intended to be adjustable, so 
that fluctuations in available foodstuffs can be 
met by altering point values, extending or ab- 
breviating the time limit of stamps, and by other 
devices. When the OPA found that so many old 
sugar stamps were in consumers’ hands that 
their use would have wiped out the existing 
supply, leaving none for future needs, only one 
step was possible to prevent distress—to cancel 
the old stamps. It would have been more pleas- 
ant for consumers to receive advance notice, of 
course, but this would have caused a run at the 
stores, and nullified the purpose of the move. 

Continued Nazi resistance has caused many 
estimates to be revised: estimates of artillery 
shells, of clothing needs, of man-power require- 
ments in the armed forces and in the factories. 
The OPA likewise is compelled to revise earlier 
estimates, and its new rationing rules are the 
result. 

The OPA’S objective is not to harass the con- 
sumer, or withhold commodities from him, as 
some critics seem to imply. It is simply to dis- 
tribute all essential foods as fairly as possible— 
to give every dinner table an even chance at 
what is left after our fighting men’s mess-kits 
are supplied. 

OPA rules may be complicated at times, 
There may be inconveniences from the new reg- 
ulations, but scarcely hardship. The rationing 
changes simply add up to one item in the com- 
mon sacrifice required of the American people 
to insure that the military services get every- 
thing they need to win the war. So why should 
any civilian complain?

Straws in the Spanish Wind 

Franco Spain’s pretensions of neutrality, and 
occasionally of'friendship for the Allies, are of 
such transparent phoniness that nobody should 
be fooled. The reaction to recent events, as re- 
ported to the New York Times by a Madrid cor- 
respondent, shows plainly enough where official 
sympathies really lie. 

The Spanish press, the reporter says, ex- 
presses considerable concern over the new 
French-Russian treaty. Following the estab- 
lished Fascist line, it views this as a dangerous 
symptom of Communism’s march to power, and 
discusses at length what one publication calls 
“the Red-infiltrated committees of liberation” 
over Europe. Another popular topic is the Nazl 
drive on the Western front, which brings forth 
large headlines, prominent display of German 
communiques and dire announcement of Allied 
disaster. 

Another item of evidence that Spain still 
clings loyally to the Axis is the speech of Lord 
Templewood, formerly Sir Samuel Hoare, a few 
days after his retirement as British Ambassador 
to Madrid. Here was a veteran appeaser, one 
of the ardent advocates of friendship with 
Franco, telling the House of Lords that Spain, 
during the greater part of his stay there, was 
virtually a German-occupied country, where the 
Gestapo spied on him, attempted to buy off his 
staff and stirred up anti-British riots. The ‘state 
of affairs in Spain must have been bad indeed 
to bring denunciation from this advocate of tem- 
porizing policies. 

These are just a few among the many straws 
in the wind to indicate that the Spanish regime 
is just as pro-Axis as in the days when Franco 
used to congratulate Hitler openly on his vic- 
tories.

Russia and the Atlantic Charter 


The Mirror

Polish problem regarded differently in Washington and London, 
says commentator; Russians say Atlantic Charter not retroactive, 
new boundary a sound one, Soviet arms liberating Poland and post- 
war alliance a necessity; their sincerity can only be tested by action. 


Ernest K. Lindley in Newsweek 


Both London and Washington have real- 
ized for a long time that a Russo-Polish 
settlement entirely satisfactory to the Poles 
is impossible. Geographically, the Russians 
are placed to make the settlement, at least 
temporarily, as they choose. The only way 
in which the Western Allies can bring pres- 
sure on Russia at present is by the suspen- 
sion of lend-lease. 


That would be the surest way not only 
to lay the foundations for another war, but 
to delay, and perhaps to prevent, victory in 
this one. It would be an open invitation to 
the Russians to negotiate peace with Ger- 
many and to erect buffers against the 
Western Allies in the Far East, possibly 
even by supporting Japan. 


Arguments for Russian Stand 


With respect to the Polish problem, the 
difference between Washington and Lon- 
don has been this: Washington has put the 
emphasis on long-range policy, hoping that 
a world security organization would soften 
Russia’s concern with her strategic fron- 
tiers; the British Government has felt that 
failure by the Poles and the Western Allies 
to accept, in ‘part, the Russian demands, 
would lead to a more unsatisfactory settle- 
ment and might create a fissure in the 
grand alliance, on the solidarity of which 
victory and a long peace depend. Privately, 
many American experts think that the 
British analysis has been correct. 

The Russians could argue, if they chose, 
that their attitude toward the Polish ques- 
tion does not contravene either the Atlantic 
Charter or Dumbarton Oaks. The argument 
might not win a unanimous decision from 
an impartial court, but it is not weak. It 
would run as follows: 


1—-As to the Russo-Polish boundary: The 
Atlantic Charter is not retroactive and 
therefore does not apply to the territ@vies 
acquired by Russia under the Molotov-Rib- 
bentrop agreement. 

Also, these territories belonged to Russia 
before the last war, in which Russia fought 
as a partner of Britain, France and the 
United States, 


Ethnographic and Strategic Line. 


But for the intervention of the Western 
Allies, notably France, in military support 
of the Poles, the Russo-Polish boundary of 
1921 would have been the Curzon line: This 
line was sound ethnographically, separat- 
ing as sharply as is possible the Ukrainians 
and White Russians; of whom the great 


majority were already within the Soviet 
Union, from the true Poles. 

It is also sound strategically. The land 
thus retained by Russia is of little econom- 
ic value but is highly important to Russian 
security, since it embraces’ the Pripet 
Marshes. Having been invaded twice by 
the Germans in a quarter-century, Russia 
is entitled to all the security, it can get. 


2—As Poland is a theater of military op- 
erations and is being liberated at great 
cost in Russian blood, the Russians are en- 
titled to full co-operation from the Poles. 


3—Postwar Poland must have a defen- 
sive alliance with Russia, This demand in 
no way contravenes Dumbarton Oaks, 
which provides specifically for regional ar- 
rangements, or the common purpose of the 
Allies, which is the defeat and permanent 
demilitarization of Germany. Russia’s in- 
terest in the foreign policy of Poland is 
comparable to ours in the foreign relations 
of Mexico and the Central American Carib- 
bean nations. 

4—Russia has repeatedly proclaimed that 
it favors a strong Poland, with full control 
over its internal affairs. 


Trial Alone Can Tell 


Do these demands reflect lack of faith 
in Dumbarton Oaks? Yes, lack of complete 
faith. Do they reflect lack of desire for a 


world security organization? No. No nation 


with an available alternative is going to 
put all its eggs in the basket of a world 
security organization. The United States 
almost certainly will maintain armed forces 
far in excess of those assigned to the pro- 
posed world council and will hold on to 
strategic outposts for a long time to come, 


The fourth point is the most critical, the 
only one which surely penetrates to the 
heart of the Atlantic Charter and the spirit 
of Dumbarton Oaks. As to that, the sin- 
cerity of the Russians can be tested only 
if the Western Allies and the Poles yield 
on the first three points. 


That, in substance, was what Churchill 
urgently recommended and, on behalf of 
Britain, did. Hig speech was read in in- 
formed quarters in Washington as another 
effort—perhaps the final effort—to fore- 
stall a purely Russian solution of the Polish 
question by keeping the door open for a 
fusion between the Lublin Committee and 
those members of the Polish Government- 
in-Exile who see the necessity for collabora- 
tion with Moscow,

in 1931, he was set upon by a gang of 
Fascist hoodlums and his arm was slightly 
injured in the melee. Last week one Mario 
Ghinelli was arrested in Naples and 
charged, among other things, with having 
organized the attack on Toscanani. 

With what seems to us excellent journal- 
istic sense, the Associated Press asked Tos- 
canini to comment on the arrest. The con- 
ductor made the following brief, pointed 
and,-to our ears, ringing statement: 

“I had already forgotten the name of the 
man who offended me go slightly. But l 


cannot forget the name of the degenerate 
King of Italy who has betrayed my country, 
who was the accomplice and the supporter 
of the Fascists in all their crimes against 
civil liberties, and who ig one of the major 
ones responsible for this bloody war and 
the ruin and misery of the Italian people. 
I am astonished and disgusted that he and 
the Itajian monarchy have found support 
and protection by the Allies.” 

The OWI broadcast the statement to 
Italy. But the AP for some reason failed 
to put it on the wires here. So far as we 
know, Toscanini’s remarks have not been 
printed before in this country, 


Get Rid of Mikado, Says Author © 
In Program for Reform of Japan 


‘“‘Dntil They Eat Stones,” by Russell Brines. (J. B. 


Lippincott Co., Philadelphia.) 


From first-hand observations as an As- 
sociated Press correspondent in Tokyo from 
1939 to 1941, and from acquaintance with 
Japanese methods of rule in the conquered 
Philippines, where he was interned after 
the fall of Manila, the author has written 
a penetrating book on the Japanese and 
their island empire. As a result of this 
study and knowledge, Brines, who now i¢ 
AP war editor, has formulated his own 
ideas regarding the problem of what to de 
with the Japs after their defeat. 

He believes in the maintenance of a 
strict police force and a vigilant armistice 
commission; trial and execution of the mili- 
tarists and those who would seek to suc4 
ceed them; allotment of strategic mate 
rials in quantities sufficient only for peace- 
time expansion, and elimination of the Mi- 
kado and the Emperor-worship concept.

“Extermination of an entire race is ims 
possible,” Brines writes. “The Japanese 
people, if freed from bondage” (i. e., from 
Shintoism and the possibility of becoming 
tools of power-loving military cliques} 
“possess attributes which could be used 
for the benefit of their own country and 
all Asia.” 

The author says he has found that the 
individual Japanese, by nature, is not blood- 
thirsty or aggressive, but has been made 
so by his training, which has taught him 
that death on the battlefield is the highest 
earthly goal. 

This program of education must be elim- 
inated by the Allies and another substi- 
tuted, he says. The new program would 
show the Japanese the advantages of de 
mocracy and lead them away from blind 
acceptance of militaristic propaganda. Im 
the author’s opinion, an armistice commis 
sion should exercise direct supervision in 
Japan as long as this education is neces- 
sary. He does not estimate how long such 
a program will have to be enforced. “If, in 
two generations,” he says, “we can elimi- 
nate the militarist training of centuries, wé 
shall be doing well.”

Brines advocates abolition of the throne 
because of its great symbolic value to mili« 
tarists. Even those individual Japs who 
have escaped the intellectual serfdom of 
state-controlled education and who have 
accepted liberal ideals are held in support 
of the military caste because of their re- 
ligion, Shintoism, with its emphasis upom 
filial devotion and inflexible duty to fam- 
ily, state and Emperor. 

In addition to characterizing the Jap 
anese, the author also gives a comprehen- 
sive account of Japan's modern, empiré 
and her adeptness in setzing up “benevo- 
lent” puppet governments and in granting 
phony autonomy to subject peoples. 

“This is a war of extermination,” he con- 
cludes, and the individual Jap, inculcated 
with a devout reverence for the past and 
its glories and satisfaction in his ability 
to endure hardships (“until we eat stones”) 
will fight until the last vestige of Western 
influence has been*‘eradicated or until he 
has been vanquished.

U. S. More Vulnerable. 


If we had not done so, if | 
we had waited any longer to let 
the Germans and the Japanese 
complete and consolidate their 
conquests in Europe and Asia, and 
to concert their alliance, we should 
have faced a combined enemy 
vastly superior in all the elements 
of military power to ourselves. 

To say that this power could not 
have done in Brazil, in Alaska, in 
Canada what Eisenhower did in 
Normandy is just not so, The ap- 
proaches to the United States in 
this hemisphere are much fnore 
vulnerable, much harder to defend 
than was the northern coast of 
France. Moreover, let us not for | 
an instant forget that when Eisen- | 

_ hower landed in France, he sallied | 


some abstract principle from the 
Atlantic Charter, which he could 
not, if his life depended on it, de- 
fine concretely. 

The discussion of war aims and 
of postwar plans is rapidly hecom- 
ing the main obstacle to the reali- 
zation of our true aims, For the 
discussion has become unhinged 
from the great facts of the war, 
of why we had to fight and there- 
fore from what we are fighting 
for. 


Criticism of Critics. 


Of course, the country will 
again revert to some kind of iso- 


_lationism if those who profess to 


have been graduated from isola- 
tionism use as their criterion in 
foreign affairs, not the vita] in- 
terests of the United States, but a 
collection of generalized rules as 
to how they think all nations 
everywhere ought to behave. 

But what they call their ideal- 
ism is a lack of imagination—a 
failure to realize the impact upon 
the course of history of what the 
American people are actually do- 
ing. Thus it may be difficult to 
achieve quickly free elections in a 
devastated country. like Greece, 
and there is much to criticise in 
the treatment of Greece during 
the past few weeks. 

But to yammer that this means 
the defeat of democracy is to fail 
to imagine one of the greatest 
moral consequences of what the 
American people have done: that 
they have proved on the battle- 
field, and for the first time in the 
history of mankind, that a free 
people can become the strongest 
military power on earth.

As to Airing British-American Differences 


M Government to step appeasin 


Most of us didn’t know that 


OST Americans read with surprise and irritation the statement 
of the London Economist that 


it was time for the Churchill 
g America. 


England was appeasing us. We 


thought that probably any appeasement was in the opposite direction. 


President ‘Roosevelt, some of us f 
Churchill in Greete and Italy. 

In at least one respect, the edi- 
torial in the Economist, which is 
a periodical with authority and 


prestige, performed a useful Serv- 
ice. It showed how wide the gulf 
of misunderstanding is. No pur- 
pose was served in pretending it 
did not exist. 

What do the editors of the 
Economist mean when they say 
Churchill has been appeasing 
America? Talking to the British 
here in Washington, you get a 
fairly good idea, even though they 
are officially discreet, of what the 
grievances are. 

There are little grievances and 
big grievances. For example, the 
British went along with the Hull 
policy in Argentina, although pri- 
vately they have not concealed 
their disapproval: of that policy. 
~~ Because President Roosevelt dis- 
trusted Gen. de Gaulle, the Church- 
ill government observed the same 
stand-off attitude, even though it 
was in England's interest to come 
to terms with the leader of the 
Free French. This, the British 
believe, has made the position in 
Europe far more difficult. 


Britons Suspicious of Us. 


Such instances could be multi- 
plied many times over. They all 
go back to something more funda- 
mental. It is an attitude which 
came to the surface during the 
international air conference in 
Chicago. 

Ruling-class Britons, deeply 
conscious of how tough it will be 
for England to maintain her world 
position, are suspicious of Ameri- 
can motives. Let’s put it frankly. 
Some of them seem to believe that 
Americans want to push them 
down, into second or third place 

In-hegotiations on international 
airways, the suspicion is that we 
want to dominate the world’s air- 
lines, Bhe same is true when the

agencies around the world. The 
fear is that with our wealth and 
power we will insist on being No.1 
in every field. 


For ae great many  ~years 
Britannia ruled the waves, plus a 
lot. of land scattered around the 
seven seas, and did a good job of 
it. The world of 1897, which was 
the year of Queen Victoria's Dia- 
mond Jubilee, no longer exists. 
Winston Churchill is one of the 
few survivors of that proud past. 
Yet inherited habits of mind 
change slowly. 


One Basic Difference. 


Certain vital decisions with re- 
spect to the war must shortly be 
made. It would be foolish to deny 
that the suspicions which color 
attitudes on both sides of the At- 
lantic are just now making it 
much harder to reach these de- 
cisions. 


One of the basic differences be- 
tween the two allies is over the 
scope of the Pacific war. The 
editors of the Economist would 
say, I imagine, that the Churchill 
government had “appeased” Amer- 
ica in this respect, going along 
with the American determination 
to carry the offensive to the Japs. 

But now the need for ships for 
the relief of stricken Europe is so 
grave that this fundamental dif- 
ference is thrust into the fore- 
ground. Reports from the Pacific 
indicate another offensive is com- 
ing up. Heavily laden convoys are 
moving across the vast distances 
of the Pacific. 


? 
Meanwhile, the British point out, 
liberated Europe is on the verge of 
collapse. Conditions in Southern 
Italy are said to be considerably 
worse than they were under Ger- 
man occupation, and worse than 
Yazi-occupied Northern Italy. 
It’s not a good time to be airing 
our differences. But at least by

A plan whereby athletic coaches 
at St. Louis public high s¢hools 
would be compensated for‘ their 
extra activities has been placed 
before the Instruction Committee 
of the Board of Education by the 
coaches’ committee. 

The proposal came up for dis- 
cussion at a meeting of the Board 
of Education last night and while 
no definite action was taken it is 
understood that the Instruction 
Committee will make a formal 
recommendation on the plan later 
on. Coaches and athletic instruc- 
tors now perform these extra du- 
ties in addition to thelr regular 
work without compensation, 

Hert Fenenga, Cleveland High 
School coach, who is chairman of 
the coaches’ committee, as spokes- 
man for his group, explained that 
some coaches now put in as many 
as 350 hours a year in athletic ac- 
tivities. He proposed a galary of 
$750 annually for athletic instruc-

HE following recipe will enable 
T you to produce those great big 

skillet-size, thin ‘pancakes that 
are so extra delicate and delicious 
that many famous eating places 
make and serve even for dessert 
at luxury prices. Often they are 
rolled up log fashion around hearts 
of delicious cottage cheese or jelly 
mixtures that tumble out at the 
ends. These wonderful cakes are 
easy to make and the batter holds 
up well -while they are being 
baked, but once they are baked 
they refuse to stand around for 
any length of time and maintain 
all of their elegance. I know of 
no better way to make a grand 
holiday breakfast, luncheon or sup- 
per using these pancakes as the 
highlight of the meal, than for 
mother, big sister or even dad to 
preside at the skillet while the 
rest of the family enjoys them- 
selves to the limit. 

French Pancakes. 


Three eggs, separated, one tea- 
spoon sugar, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one cup milk, one-half cup 
sifted all-purpose flour, one table- 
spoon melted butter. 

Separate the eggs 
yolks until lemon colored.

the milk; beat to mix. Add the 
sifted flour, the, remaining milk 
and beat with rotary beater until 
smooth. Stir in the melted butter, 
Fold in the beaten egg whites. 
Pour one-half cup batter in greased 
eight-inch skillet, spread with back 
of spoon to fill pan. Turn once 
when brown on underside. When 
done, spread with jelly and roll, 
sprinkle with powdered sugar if 
desired. Serve at once for break- 
fast, ‘luncheon, or as a dessert. 
This batter may also be used to 
make regular breakfast-size pan- 
cakes. About five large pancakes. 

Breakfast: Chilled grapefruit 
halves, hot cooked oatmeal, pan- 
fried pork sausage, cinnamon 
toast. a 

Luncheon: Grapejuice, French 
pancakes with jelly, poached pears, 
peanut butter cookies. 

Dinner: Stuffed baked pork 
chops with apple slices, mashed 
sweet potatoes, whole kernel corn 
cooked with green pepper and 
pimiento, sliced beet salad, rolls 
and cranberry pie. 

Cranberry Pie. 

Cranberry pie has eye and palate 
appeal, plus a lot of food value. 
The combination of ruby red 
puree marbled with white whipped 
evaporated milk, plus the tart 
peppy flavor will captivate all the 
tasters. Pick over and wash one 
pine cranberries. Add three-fourths 
cup water, cover and cook until 
skins burst. Puree, add one cup 
sugar and bring to a boil quickly. 
Cool. Pour’ three-fourths cup 
evaporated milk into a refrigera- 
tor tray and freeze. Remove to a 
cold bowl, add 1 tablespoon lemon 
juice and beat until stiff. Add 
three tablespoons cold water to 
two teaspoons unflavored gela- 
tine and dissolve over hot water. 
Add to the cranberries with one- 
eighth teaspoon almond extract 
and one-eighth teaspoon salt. Fold 
the stiffly beaten mflk into the 
cranberry mixture and pour into 
the cooled baked pie shell. Set in 
refrigerator to keep firm. 

Serve milk to drink in addition 
to the milk used in today’s menus 
four cups for each child, two cups 
for each adult. 


Ice cream belongs in the freez- 
ing compartment until time to 
serve. If container is too large, 
cut in half, lengthwise, store in 
ice tray covered with waxed paper. 
Turn temperature control to colder 
position. For health’s sake, ice 
cream must be kept frozen.

The Doctor's 
Explanation. 


Of Chilblains

OME people, as we know, are 
§ sbnormanty sensitive to condi- 
tions which do not affect others 
at all. My wife and I can stand 
in late August in a field along the 
edge of which grow our midwest- 
ern ragweed and she will be re- 
duced almost to a state of collapse 
—her eyes will water, she coughs, 
sneezes, has asthma and a very 
rapid heart, while I, brute that I 
acknowledge myself to be, am not 
affected in the least. I do not even 
sneeze. Heaven only knows the 
cause of this variation to environ- 
ment, but we call it allergy. 

Besides the plant allergies and 
food allergies and animal dander 
allergies which we may call chem- 
ical there are physical allergies 
due to sensitivity to heat and cold, 
sunlight and other forms of light. 

One of these is pernio, or chil- 
blains. It occurs only in certain 
people and when they are exposed 
to cold. It does not have to be 
extreme cold. Those who suffer 
with chilblains may begin to 
have trouble in the fall. 

The parts of the skin most often 
affected are the most exposed 
parts, and for the reason that their 
clothing offers more exposure to 
the elements than men’s, women 
are more frequently affected. The 
skin of the forearms, hands, knees 
and legs down to the ankle rather 
suddenly on the occurrence of even 
moderate cold weather breaks out 
into red, raised areas, with pin- 
point blisters. The pain is of a 
burning character and, of course, 
it is aggravated when it ulcerates 
and begins to ooze. Itching is in- 
tense at times.

IT IS BY NO MEANS always 
recognized even by doctors, al- 
though you would think that ev- 
eryone knew what chilblains are. 
Many cases are treated for ec- 
zema, or contact dermatitis and 
the relationship of cold in causing 
the condition is not recognized. 
The real seat of trouble is in the 
blood vessels of the skin. Whether 
this is due to an allergic vaso- 
motor reaction or whether it is 
caused by a chronic inflammation 
of the blood vessels irritated at 
some time when an extreme ex- 
posure to cold sensitized them is 
debatable. At any rate, for all 
practical purposes the victim acts 
like an allergic person sensitized 
to cold. 

That, of course, is the key to the 
treatment of.the situation. When 
spring arrives, the chilblains go 
away. So if circumstances permit 
the ideal treatment is to follow 
the spring and go south for the 
winter. If this isn’t possible for 
economic or business reasons, keep 
covered up. The _ old-fashioned 
long-sleeved underwear, and wool- 
en stockings, and staying indoors 
in the wintry season are funda- 
mental requirements. If the feet 
or skin anywhere get wet on a 
snowy day, a change to dry gar- 
ments shoukd be made at the ear- 
liest possible moment,

AS ALL SUCH afflicted persons 
know, however, the application of 
heat to the affected part is likely 
at first to make the symptoms 
worse. 

It has been attempted to estab- 
lish immunization by exposing the 
parts daily to coo) and cold baths, 
but this is not often successful 
because the condition of the blood 
vessels once established is the 
foundation for the symptoms and 
cannot be readily overcome, 

It is really quite a mean dis- 
ease to try to treat if you have to 
do it in a winter climate. I know 
one woman who used to take to 
her bed late in November and stay 
there until early March. She pre- 
ferred that to changing climates. 
Said she didn’t know anybody 
down South.

The Boys Who

CAN’T tell a mortar from a 
J sauirre rifle when the guns 
are firing but I’ve just had a 
lesson in the value of artillery and 
came ‘away from the class with 
great admiration and a new re- 
spect for the boys who man the 
big stuff that is helping to stem 
the current German drive. 


It all began in a captured Jerry . 


house in a wrecked German town 
the other night. There was a 
barrage on. It sounded like a lot 
of freight cars with flat wheels 
hurtling through the sky. I 
thought it sounded fine. We are 
giving them a pasting, I said to 
myself, 

Just then a German shell hit 
a tile-roofed barn about twenty 
yards away and broken tile and 
dirt plastered the building I was 
in. It was a barrage, all right, 
but it was a German barrage and 
they really poured it on us. 

When the headquarters boys 
found out that I couldn't tell 
enemy shells from our own, they 
sent a delegation to get me and 
give me a little lesson in artillery 
and’*shell recognition. I am afraid 
that 1. was not a very apt pupil. 
I still can’t tell from the various 
whistles, pops, zooms, cracks and 
booms just what is going on but, 
in the meantime, 1 have been sold 
a bill of goods on the big guns. 

The American public engrossed 
with planes and tanks and heroic 
stories of our infantry men, has 
been told little about the artillery. 
I wish I could paint a picture of 
what an artillery man’s life is 
like. Even the poor old foot slog- 
gers are occasionally pulled out 
of the line for a rest, but an, ar- 
tillery man never leaves his gun 
when his division is in action, 
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Let’s picture a typical German 
town just before American artil- 
lery in one great swoop levels each 
building. The weather today is 
fairly good but the ground around 
each gun position is a quagmire, 
Across the river the Jerry town 
can be seen plainly through field 
giasses, On this side of the river, 
Ninetieth Division artillery crews 
are waiting to go into action 
when the signal is given up at 
the front lines. Just at the edge 
of town, American doughboys are 
in the bottom of muddy, water- 
filled foxholes hurriedly dug for 
protection from enemy shells 
which are bursting around them. 

Up in the air a cub plane is 
doing observation. In order to 
support the infantry, the artillery 
must have _ observation. Two 
methods are employed. One is to 
use a ground observer, an officer 
who moves forward as far as pos- 
sible to watch the shell bursts. 
The other type of observer is a 
liaison pilot in a cub plane.

How an American Artillery Outfit Blasted 


Town to Ruins

ON THE WESTERN FRONT, 


the artillery observer looks 
around, — 

First the observer sees a church 
spire which is probably a Nazi 
artillery observation post. Then 
the observer spots a group of ve- 
hicles in the town square behind 
a wall. Near a house is an anti- 
aircraft gun tossing its lead into 
the sky. Near a group of build- 
ings is a-battery of German 838s. 

Using his radio, the observer 
calls back to headquarters. He 
gives the spots for the targets 
almost down to the last millimeter 
and from this the targets are 
plotted on a map in headquarters, 
When the computations are com- 
pleted, the call “Fire mission” is 
sent by telephone to the batieries 
and one battery fires a round. The 
forward observer in the plane 
marks the spot and adjusts the 
fire accordingly. Ammunition isn't 
wasted. It is rarely necessary to 
fire more than one or two rounds 
for an adjustment when the hit 
is direct. The other guns begin 
to belch. Soon this Jerry town 
is a wreck, burning on a base of 
its Own ruins. 

The artillery boys know they 
would be helpless without the in- 
fantry, but the infantry say bless 
the artillery over every inch of 
the ground when they’re crawl- 
ing ‘forward. 

The Ninetieth Division artillery 
assert they're the best in the 
United States Army and Capt. 
Oliver Hibbeler of O'Fallon, Mo., 
division dental surgeon, trotted 
out one story to prove it. 

“At a certain town the infantry 
had undertaken the job of getting 
in,’ Hibbeler explained, “but 
whenever the infantry would get 
within throwing distance of a 
certain school house used as a 


German headquarters, the Jerries 
would kick out a few potato 
mashers. Finally the _ artillery 
asked the infantry to back up 
about two hundred and fifty 
yards, 

“We turned a few eight-inch 
and 240 millimeter howitzers into 
that schoolhouse and let the 
Boche have it. When the few 
Boche who survived that shelling 
came out, they talked about the 
bomb that hit the building.” 

Proof of the accuracy of 
American artillery is the fact 
that the guns fired from ten thou- 
sand yards. The boys claim they 
can put a shell in a rain barrel 
from that distance if someone 
just tells them the exact location 
of the rain barrel,

With the infantry at a safe 
distance, the artillery laid down 
600 more rounds from the 240 
mm, and eight-inch howitzers and 
then the infantry went in and 
cleaned up, 

The boys love to tell about the 
battle of the Moselle crossing and 
how they took those big field 
guns across the river in a com- 
plete blackout. At the famous 
battle of the Moselle before Fort 
Koeningsmacher, the Ninetieth 
Division moved into position for 
the crossing two days before the 
attack, They moved in at night, 
concealed their positions only two 
thousand yards from the river 
and then hardly drew a breath 
until H hour, 


As the infantry started across 
the Moselle, the artillery opened 
up to the complete surprise of the 
Jerries who didn’t know there 
was an American within miles. In 
three hours before the dawn, the 
artillery fired three thousand 


rounds into the Jerry lines. 

A little later, when the Jerries 
staged a counter-attack, the ar- 
tillery broke up the show. One 
battery alone fired two thousand 
rounds in two hours and piled 
the Boche up like corkwood along 
the Moselle. 

Certainly in this story of the 
Mosell crossing, the infantrymen 
of the Ninetieth Division deserve 
the lion’s share of the glory but 
it takes a whole team to win and 
the artillery should get more than 
a passing pat on the back. 

From my comparatively safe ob- 
servation post on the west bank 
of the Saar, I’ve seen what the 
Ninetieth Division artillery has 
done to the Jerry towns, pillboxes 
and strong points on the other 
side, but more than the marvel of 
the accuracy and deadly fire power 
of our guns is the marvel of how 
these men can take this life in a 
gun position 24 hours a day. As 
the commanding officer of the 
Ninetieth puts it: 


“There ain't no Sunday in war.” 

Twenty-four hours a day, seven 
days a week, they man those gun 
position, sleeping in shifts when 
they're not laying down a barrage, 
cooking their own food, living an 
isolated life on a sort of little 
island in the middle of the battle- 
field. And when Jerry turns the 
tables’ and shells their gun posi- 
tions, they've nothing to do but 
take it.
